VALOR IN THE PACIFIC NATIONAL MONUMENT ~USS ARIZONA ~ PEARL HARBOR

The USS Arizona Memorial is part of the recently dedicated WWII Valor in the
Pacific National Monument. The National Monument also includes sites on
Ford Island: the USS Oklahoma Memorial, USS Utah Memorial, and several
historic Battleship Row mooring quays and CPO bungalows. The USS Arizona
Memorial is built over the remains of the sunken battleship USS Arizona, the
final resting place for many of the 1,177 crewmen killed on December 7, 1941
when their ship was bombed by Japanese Naval Forces. This loss of life represents over half of the
Americans killed during the worst naval disaster in American history. View the 23 minute film on the
history of the Pearl Harbor attack and or take an audio tour narrated by Academy Award winner Ernest
Borgnine that will guide guests through the Visitor Center, back lawn interpretive displays, interpretive
information on the shuttle boats and the Memorial. The new Pearl Harbor Memorial Museum opened in
December 2010 is a must see. A limited number of advance tickets will be available to those veterans
who register in advance on a first come first served basis.

A complimentary shuttle will be L:)rovided for NVGAG Veterans and their guests twice daily to Pearl
Harbor beginning Friday, May 27" through and including Tuesday, May 31%. Shuttle service will not be
provided on Monday, May 30".

Tickets to visit the USS Arizona are available to all participants. Those who register early will receive up
to two tickets per registered veteran in_ advance.

PUNCHBOWL NATIONAL MEMORIAL CEMETERY OF THE PACIFIC — MEMORIAL DAY SERVICE
Few national cemeteries can compete with the dramatic natural setting of the National Memorial
Cemetery of the Pacific. The “Punchbowl!” was formed some 75,000 to 100,000 years ago during the
Honolulu period of secondary volcanic activity. A crater resulted from the ejection of hot lava through
cracks in the old coral reefs which, at the time, extended to the foot of the Koolau Mountain Range. Built
in 1948, this National Cemetery is located in the Pu’'waina Crater (Punchbowl). In ancient times this
crater was known as the “Hill of Sacrifice”. Today the cemetery is a memorial to the sacrifices made by
the men and women of the United States Armed Services. Dedicated on September 2, 1949, more than
775 casualties from the December 7, 1941 attack on Pearl Harbor were among the first to be buried
here. The Honolulu Memorial was erected by the American Battle Monuments Commission in 1964 and
dedicated in 1966 to honor the sacrifices and achievements of American Armed Forces in the Pacific
during WWII, Korea and Vietnam. The impressive memorial sits high on the wall of the crater
overlooking the graves area of the cemetery. It consists of a non-sectarian chapel, two map galleries, a
monumental staircase leading from the crater floor to the Court of Honor, and ten Courts of the Missing.
There are 28,778 names inscribed on the ten Courts of the Missing which flank the massive staircase.
On the front of the tower which houses the chapel is a 30-foot female figure known as “Columbia”
standing on the symbolized prow of a US Navy carrier with a laurel branch in her left hand and the
inscription by President Lincoln, “...the Solemn Pride that must be yours to have laid so costly a sacrifice
upon the altar of freedom”. NVGAG Veterans attending the Punchbowl National Cemetery Memorial
Day Service will join Honolulu’s Mayor, national representatives, military leaders and many of Hawaii's
veterans to pay tribute to those who so bravely served our country. Following the ceremony, volunteers
from the American Legion will be on site to provide a personal tour of the monuments and cemetery.

MONDAY, MAY 30, 2011 Complimentary shuttle provided for NVGAG Veterans and their guests wishing
to attend this service.
